ORANGETHORPE LOSES 


HALF TO FULLERTON 


Stanton Contains Part 
of 
Three When It Must Be One 
or Part of One Only 


At least half a dozen school districts 
of Orange county are going to have to 
undergo changes in their boundaries 
in order to conform to the 
require­ 
ments of a law passed by the last 
Legislature. 
W ithout intending to be voracious, 
Fullerton is going to swallow half of 
the territory of 
the 
Orangothorpe 
school district and three sections of 
the Placentia school district. 
Although Stanton has not a single 
school house within its boundaries, 
there has got to be a Stanton school 
district. 
There is going to be Rome fretting 
done by some of the school authori­ 
ties before the thing is straightened 
out. 
The 
last 
Legislature, 
which 
passed the tax limitation law that lias 
exploded bombs among some of the 
educators, also passed a 
law 
that 
makes the school district the unit of 
assessment. Hitherto it has been the 
road 
district. 
Hereafter 
school dis­ 
tricts can not lap over from one su- 
perivisorial 
district 
into 
another. 
Neither can a school district shove 
an arm out into or allow any part of 
its body to rest, over inside the boun­ 
daries of any city of the Sixth claso. 
A city of the Sixth class must be a 
whole or a part of one school district. 


Th eir Lin es Cross 
Inside the city limits of Fullerton 
there can be no territory of any school 
district except 
Fullerton. 
At 
the 
prevent time the Fullerton school dis­ 
trict is not as big as the incorporated 
city of Fullerton. 
H alf of Orange- 
thorpe school district is north of the 
south city limits line, and three sec­ 
tions of highly assessed territory now 
in the Placentia school district lies 
inside the city limits of Fullerton. 
The city of Stanton contains parts 
of three school districts. 
Two-thirds 
of the Magnolia district, one-third of 
the Savanna district, and half of the 
Aiarnitos district lie inside of the city 
limits of Stanton. 
Such a thing can 
no longer be. Every foot of territory 
inside Stanton must belong to one 
district. 
Fullerton can 
either 
expand 
its 
school district lines to include Orange- 
thorpe or Placentia 
or 
both. 
That 
might help get the kinks out of the 
situation. Orangethorpe with a good- 
sized school to support is not likely 
to give up half of its tax-paying terri­ 
tory without a struggle. .lust what can 
be done and juist what will be done is 
not yet settled. The thing came down 
so suddenly upon school 
authorities 
here today that they have not yet had 
time to figure out just what ought to 
be done. 
The formation of 
union 
districts 
may be suggested as one of the ways 
out of the woods. 
To Call Meeting 
The wheels got to going this morn­ 
ing when it was discovered that there 
is such a law. 
In order to get school 
tax rates straightened out, the boun­ 
dary line question must 
lie 
settled 
soon. 
County School Superintendent 
M itchell said that the trusted* of the 
districts who have had trouble created 
for them have not yet been informed 
of the situation. M itchell just learn­ 
ed of the law this morning. He ex­ 
pects to go before the Board of Super­ 
v is o rs and have formal notice sent to 
the various trustees of the districts 
affected, and have them come in for a 
talk. 
Newport Beach, Huntington Beach, 
Oranee and Anaheim are all cities of 
the Sixth class, but each of tlmrn is 
an entire schooi district or part of 
one. 
They need not worry over this 
particular law. 
Santa Ana is a city of the Fifth 
class, and its uchool district and city 
lines coincide.

The Bureau of the Census has been 
doing some figuring in preparation for 
the distribution of the call, and the 
statement has been made through the 
press that population estimates have 
been made for various counties and 
cities over the country and that the 
first call will take two-thirds of one 
per cent of the population. 
The Bureau of Census estimates the 
population upon the registration fig­ 
ures only. 
It figures that registration 
is 9.32 per cent of the total popula­ 
tion. 
Under that computation Grange 
County Is put down as having a popu­ 
lation of 50,547. 
Two-thirds of one per cent of, that 
is 337. 
Dividing that 337 between Ex ­ 
emption District No. I. which includes 


the first, fourth and fifth supervisoral 
districts, and No. 2, according to regis­ 
tration, indicates that, there will be 
161 names drawn from No. 1 and 176! 
from No. 2. 
The registration in No.

1 is 2270 and in No. 2 it is 2462. 
How ever, as has been done time and j 
again since registration and draft dis­ 
patches have been coining, unofficial 
estimates may be upset by the actual 
orders.

To the person who passed through 
this district the day aftet the German 
hordes had passed, and who passes 
there today, the change almost sur­ 
passes human belief. 
The contrast is so great that one!

One jumps impulsively to the convic­ 
tion that Mother Nature herself had 
leant a helping and lavish hand in an 
effort to recompense the smitten dis­ 
trict from the sufferings it had under­ 
gone. 
Startlin g Question 
Entering this sunny, smiling, verd­ 
ant district for the first time since 
the German devastations, a person’s 
first startling question to himself is 
“ Did the Germans really destroy any­ 
thing? 
Wasn’t it all merely a myth? 
It seems humanly impossible that the

could 
be 
wrought in loss than three months. 
Nothing has been done towards re­ 
storing the ruined towns, villages and 
farm houses. 
But the original im- j 
pression of unutterable devastation 
created by them is immensely soften ! 
cd by the fact that they are now al- I 
most hidden in waiving grain lields, 
smiling vineyards and blossoming or-1 
chards. 
The French soldiers, working under ! 
direction of 
French 
gt nerals, 
who j 
know other things than mere military 
operations, have found the means of j 
saving thousands of trees. 
I hroughout the entire district 
de-! 
vastated by the Germans there were 
thousands of trees that the dose pur­ 
suit of the French kept the Germans 
from having time completely to cut 
down. 
Instead, the KultureJ Tree 
Killers cut off a circle of hark around 
the trunk of the tree, which with a 
few days’ exposure to the sun would 
be sufficient to kill peach, plum, up-! 
pie, apricot and cherry trees that, had 
been half a century attaining their 
then actual productiveness. 
Easiest Problem 
These trees presented the easiest ! 1 
problem. 
The wounds were merely 
bound up like the wounds of a soldier. 
Thousands of army surgeons and Red 
Gross ambulance drivers and stretch­ 
er carriers assisted to do this work. 
The circles where the hark had been 
cut away w as first covered with a : 
special grafting cement, and the en­ 
tire wound then carefully bandaged 
up after with the same bandages that 
had been prepared for human limbs. 
So great was the number of trees in 
this way that the entire available sup-1 
ply of grafting preparation was quick- j 
ly exhausted.

Other Rescue W ork 
As the troops pass, either going to petty 
or from the front, they stop and ded- 
icate a day to the cultivation of the 
redeemed fields. 
The next day they 
pass on and other troops resume the 
work. 
It is doubtful if any one sol­ 
dier will ever again see the fields he 
has worked—or help gather the crops 
he has cultivated. 
But he works just 
as willingly knowing that it is all for 
France and all for the ultimate vic­ 
tory. 
No more convincing denial of the 
Germans’ claim that they abandoned 
this territory of their own free will 
and not under irrevocable military 
pressure could be imagined than a 
glimpse at the wonderful productive­ 
ness of these growing fields and blos­ 
soming orchards. 
While their abun­ 
dant crops will he welcomed by all 
France this coming summer and fall,
